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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


‘Notes on Annual General Meeting held at the Holly Tree Club on Wednesday, 29 May ae by Clirs 
Todd (chair), Brewer, Clarke, Clinch, Cosgrove, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Stevens, Swash, Dist Cllr O” Sullivan, 
Coun Cllr Matthews and 10 parishioners, Apologies from Cllrs Colley, Lee and Oddy. 

COACHING GRANTS: The Clerk circulated a draft application form for coaching grants, which was 
approved, with a maximum budget of £2,000 for the current year. 

ENVIRONMENT: 1, Re-siting the stone flower trough from Oxford Road to the island at the end of St Thomas 
Street is impractical because of difficulties with the footings. PC agreed to provide a wooden trough on the 
island, at a cost of £90 and retain the stone one as a salt bin. 2. The top surface of High Street/New Street 
footpath will be laid in June. 3. Repairs to church clock to be completed by 10 June. 4. Clerk to write to 
Persimmon Homes requesting urgent remedial work to lower the gullies at Gaveston Gardens and to provide 
dropped kerbs at junction with Hempton Road. 5. The Village Steward’s new shed is now in use. 6. Letter from 
Mr Small of The Orchard, Clifton about dangerous and obstructive car parking outside his house to be passed to 
Pc Donohue. PC to ask OCC for No Parking sign outside The Orchard. 7. Letter from Pc Donohue following 
complaints about footpath parking in Clifton. He could offer no solution as there is no alternative parking 
available in Clifton. 8. Clifton Road has been included in OCC’s drainage programme for the current year. 9. 
Letter from Mrs Brain of Windmill Street about rubbish overflowing from the skip in Cosy Lane. Clir Swash 
said the problem was partly caused by people dumping mattresses and old furniture, which caused the skip to fill 
‘too quickly. Cllrs stressed the skip is for garden rubbish and small items. They ask parishioners not to leave 
rubbish lying around if skip is full, and to use CDC’s collection service for large items. 10. Letter from Mrs 
McCurdy about parking problems in Hudson Street. She suggests residents’ permits, a one-way system and the 
provision of more parking facilities. Cllrs said permits were impractical as they need policing and the bus 
companies did not want a one-way system. PC agreed to continue to try to improve car parking in the village. 
11. OCC to paint Keep Clear sign on road at the entrance to The Grove. 

PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. The PC had not received a planning application for the Deddington Arms beer 
garden and therefore the planned debate was postponed to the next meeting. Cllr Oddy had already offered his 
resignation from the Planning Committee and this had been accepted. The Clerk read out a letter from Cllr Oddy, 
apologising for causing embarrassment and offering to resign from the Council. The Clerk said this decision 
would have to be made by Mr Oddy himself. In the letter, Mr Oddy explained he had been incorrectly advised 
and had been told planning permission was not required for changes to the beer garden. After the work was 
carried out he was told that permission was needed in a conservation area, and he had now made a retrospective 
application, Villagers agreed to wait until the next meeting to address the PC and a letter from Mr Franklin of 
Earls Lane was also held over until then. 2. A previous application for alterations to an internal staircase at the 
Deddington Arms was supported by the Fire Service and the PC bui although approval had not yet been granted 
by CDC the work has now been done. Cllrs agreed to inform CDC of their strong objection to work being carried 
out without planning permission. 3. PC had no objection to plans to replace a single storey garage with a two 
storey extension at St John’s Way, Hempton, no objection to plans to restore boundary wall at Geggs Lodge, 
Hempton Road and no objection to renewal of plans for house and garage at Manor Farm, Clifton. 6. PC agreed 
to lower the plaque at the Town Hall to make it easier to read. Two more windows will need to be replaced and 
PC agreed to allow for this in next year’s budget. 7. Letter from Norman Stone of Market Place, who is 
concerned about the height of the new building at the rear of the butcher’s in Hudson Street. PC agreed to write 
to CDC to make sure the development is in accordance with the original plans. 

WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. The AGM was attended by 14 members of various clubs. 2. The Centre is now 
covering its costs and has reserves to cover the cost of repairs next year. 3. Cllr Flux thanked Joyce Minnear for 
her sterling work in keeping the centre running. 4. Bad weather meant that Open Day was not a great success 
but 120 people still went along. 5. Cilr Todd declared an interest and took no part in a discussion about the 
Bowls Club. PC agreed to pay 50 per cent of the £1,096 cost of treating the bowling green for “fairy ring”, a 
problem which had existed prior to the Club taking over the green. Cllrs also agreed to allow the Club to 
postpone repayment of its £247 loan for one year. Membership was increasing and fund-raising had begun. 
COUNCILLORS’ ATTENDANCE: Average attendance at full Council meetings over the year was 84.24 per 
cent. Dist Clir O’Sullivan attended nine meetings and Coun Cllr Matthews attended six. 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN: Clir Geoff Todd was re-elected chairman and Cllr Jim Flux was elected vice- 
chairman. There will be a new Highways Committee to deal with parking, roads, footpaths and traffic matters. 
PARISH FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley @ 6.5%), £58,000 (Treasury Deposit at 5.125%), £84,086 
(Treasury Deposit, overnight, at 3%). Total: £592,086. 

CHAIRMAN’S ALLOWANCE: Clirs agreed to continue with higher education grants to village youngsters. 
MEETING CLOSED at 9.30pm. .

Notes on Meeting held in the Town Hall on Wednesday, 12 June attended by Cllrs Todd (chair), Brewer, 
Clarke, Clinch, Colley, Cosgrove, Drake, Fisher, Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy, Stevens, Swash, Coun Cllr Matthews and 
Dist Cllr O’Sullivan. Nine members of the public were also present. 

MATTERS ARISING; Cllr Oddy announced his decision not to resign from PC. He asked whether listed 
building planning permission had been given to allow PC to lower the plaque on the Town Hall and was told it 
was wrongly positioned in the first place. Cllr Oddy then asked for confirmation that the PC had not objected to 
his application for alterations to a staircase at the Deddington Arms (see notes on AGM). He was told this was 
so, but the PC’s concern was that the work had then been carried out without consent. Cllr Oddy said he had 
been assured by CDC planners that it would be granted, and that the work had scarcely affected the staircase. 
RECREATION & GRANTS: 1, PC agreed to Cllr Drake’s suggestion for a “Golden Spade Award” to 
encourage more people to rent allotments. Garden centre tokens worth £10 and £5 will be awarded annually to 
the winners, 2. The Clerk is to examine ways of reimbursing cllrs for the cost of calls made on council business. 
HIGHWAYS: 1. OCC wants to know about poor roads and footpaths and the PC urged people who know of 
faulty areas to contact the Clerk at the Windmill Centre before 15 July. Cllr Oddy asked for Clifton Road 
footpath to go at the top of the list. 2. The Committee will look at possible new sites for car parking over the 
coming months. 3. Top surfacing on the High Street/New Street footpath will now be carried out in July. 
PLANNING: 1. Cllr Oddy declared an interest and withdrew from a debate on the Deddington Arms beer 
garden. Four parishioners and Mr Michael Abbey, Cllr Oddy’s solicitor, had all been given permission to address 
the council for five minutes. Mrs Olive Leslie expressed her anger that the development had taken place behind a 
hoarding and said she was “appalled” that a member of the PC had carried out work without consent. She was 
also concerned about the effect the development would have on values of neighbouring property, and she asked 
clirs to insist that a demolished wall be replaced. Mr Gibbs supported her comments and added that the noise 
level was now intolerable. It could be heard above the TV in his house and “brings soot down the chimney”. Mr 
Ledger said he was the Deddington Arms’ closest neighbour and as a result of the development he had had to 
move to the other end of his house. He objected to the large size of the beer garden, light pollution and noise from 
the “Aunt Sally’. Mrs Davies said she bore no personal grudge but was upset that procedures had been breached. 
She said it must have been obvious that the garden at the Deddington Arms would have to be replaced when the 
dining room was extended. She was also concemed at the environmental impact of the development, which 
attracted more cars and created parking problems, and she was worried that the extension heralded more

development. Mr Abbey said Cllr Oddy apologised for “unwittingly jumping the gun”, which had happened 
because he was wrongly advised by a previous advocate. He understood people’s concerns but the garden was 

* not yet in use and the wall had been replaced by “something better”, He said the garden was a replacement one 
and as CDC had no record of previous complaints there was no reason to expect new ones. He asked the PC to 
consider the principle of the Deddington Arms having a sitting out area, its design, size and intended use, and 
perhaps suggest conditions on its use. The Clerk read out two letters: Mr C. J. Broadbent said the Deddington 
Arms has been developed in a way which shows that the needs of the community and neighbours have been 
considered, creating employment for local people and boosting local businesses. He added that the objections 
were unrepresentative of the community. Mr J.B. Franklin was concemed about the size of the 30°x75’ garden, 
the removal of the boundary wall, the prospect of ‘Aunt Sally’ and ‘Pig Roasts’ in the garden, the effect on his 
property of light and noise and the severe effect on property values. After 55 minutes of debate, in which clirs 
indicated they may be sympathetic to revised plans in the future with restrictions on size, design, usage and 
lighting, they voted to oppose the retrospective application for the garden because its size was too great and 
because of the effects of noise, pollution, disturbance to neighbours and shortage of car parking. Cllrs Colley and 
Clarke abstained from voting. The PC then agreed that it could not condone any work, particularly in the 
conservation area, being carried out without planning permission, a principle which should always apply. 
PARISH FUNDS: The total amount invested is £588,945.00. 

LOW COST HOUSING SCHEME: A different architect has been instructed to prepare plans for 22 homes 
and it was possible that work on the first phase could begin later this year. Cllr Oddy agreed to monitor progress. 
VILLAGE SECURITY: Cllr Oddy expressed concern at the level of crime in the Parish, The PC agreed to his 
suggestion that he should lead a study to examine ways of working with the community to improve security. Pc 
Donohue said car crime was the biggest problem, with most offences taking place between 3 and 5am. 
HEALTH: There will be an open meeting in the Windmill Centre at 7.30pm on Thursday, 11 July for villagers 
to air their views on health needs in the Parish. It will be attended by members of the Community Health Council. 
CLIFTON PLAYGROUND: Weedkiller has been applied and the land will be ploughed and levelled during 
the summer. New seed will be sown in the Autumn. 

NEXT MEETING: will be on Wednesday, 17 July at 7.30pm in the Town Hall. All welcome.

Situate a 
container of water so that it is two inches below the bottom of the first tray. A 
capillary matting wick connects the two trays. To keep the water reservoir topped 
up, place a 'glug' bottle upside down with its lip at the level of the water. As 
the sand tray takes up water from the reservoir via the wick, the water level is 
maintained by the ‘'glug' bottle above the reservoir. Any algae growing on the sand 
can be scraped off. In time the glug bottle grows algae inside so it is a good 
idea to paint the outside of the bottle black. Have a good holiday! OLIVER HAWES

The daffodil leaves are now ready to come out. If you lift tulips it is a good 
idea to store them in those plastic nets in which oranges are sold. Put each batch 
into a separate bag. Write the colour on a piece of paper and insert that into a 
little plastic money envelope. Now bury the bag in the garden somewhere. In 
October, pull the whole bag out and replant the bulbs. The annuals are in, the 
perennials are well away, so now you can get down to nice restful jobs. Weeding is 
one of the most therapeutic activities I know. What could be nicer than getting 
down on your kneeling mat, spud in hand, and slowly clearing a corner of the 
garden. You think your thoughts, you compose imaginary angry letters to the local 
paper, you can let off steam and feel much better for it. Only try and choose a 
_day when the soil is damp and soft and the weeds come out willingly. Speedwell is 
my favourite, it comes out without too much protest. So does Goose-Grass, an 
innocent looking affair but really a vicious strangler, a real vandal. Ground 
elder is quite another matter. According to the experts there are three methods of 
getting rid of it: digging it out (it comes back), defoliating it (it comes back), 
and using weedkiller (it comes back). So take your choice. Enjoy yourself; even 
half an hour's weeding is beneficial both for you and your garden. MARTANNE ELSLEY

ON THE FARM 


What a difference a drop of rain and some warm days can make. = 
There is plenty of grass for the sheep and the lambs are growing “erat Earn 
well. We have already sold some 200 fat lambs, quite a contrast -““““""" 
with last year when we did not sell any until August. 


The wheat is "in ear”, the 
oil seed rape has dropped its flowers and the pods are filling out. The beans are 
in full flower and if you drive down the Clifton road on a warm evening and are not 
a hay fever sufferer you will enjoy the wonderful aroma coming from the beans. I 
just hope I have enough bees left to pollinate them properly. 

Hay making is well under way and looks promising. We bought an new Italian-made 
hay turner this year and so far it has done a very good job, so perhaps the EEC has 
some good points after all! Hay making can be a difficult job to get right; if you 
get the hay too-dry the machinery breaks it up and if it is too damp it will heat 
and go mouldy or become a job for the Deddington Fire Brigade! 

The ewes have been shorn and seem happy to be in the "buff" during the current warm 
weather. The lambs have been drenched again and treated against fly strike. The 
wheat crops have been sprayed with a fungicide against mildew septoria and eyespot 
and will be treated again at "milky ripe stage" with a foliar feed with a fungicide 
added against sooty moulds and fusarium which can do a lot of damage to the filling 
ear. The combine has had her pre harvest service and is ready for work and we are 
now cleaning down and fumigating the grain storage buildings. I have spent some 
time cleaning out the ditches around the set aside fields and this ground will soon 
be ploughed and limed ready for next year's oil seed rape crop. 

Most of our resident birds are now with a second brood. The swallows are busy 
feeding young. The river swans have brought off 4 cygnets this year; the sparrow- 
hawks have nested. Again this year we have a pair of hobby, an uncommon falcon 
that only visits in the summer. It will breed in this country but I have not found 
a nest yet. It is strange how a picture can send you down memory lane. For Father's 
Day I was given a card with a picture of an old Fordson tractor pulling a Ransoms 
3-furrow plough. I remember as a small boy standing on the footplate of one of 


these with my father at plough, with the heat coming back from the engine and the
